To the House of Representatives:

came a law a provision in reference to the 
employment of the secret service in the

There seems to be 
a misunderstand­ 
ing in the minds of so ne people as to 
what a subsidy really is or m *n s. 
First: 
Many people have thought 
that this subsidy, 
if voted, will be 
paid over to the company 
without

“The

Lord 
Quex” was a success because the chief 
characters were a marquess 
and 
a 
duchess. 
“Letty” was actually resent­ 
ed because of Hilda Gunning, who wras 
much too trae to life to be acceptable. 
Had she been Lady Hilda Gunning no 
one w'ould have objected to her, be­ 
cause then she would have been more 
or less a person of fantasy, whereas 
as she was drawn she was far too true 
to life to be palatable to the majority. 
The hero may be of humble birth, but 
the villain must at least be a “bold, 
bad baronet.” 
It is one of the conven­ 
tions insisted upon by the playgoer, 
and playwrights who wish to succeed 
m ust bowr to the inevitable.—London 
Globe.

ONE OF JAPAN’S WONDERS. 


Enorinonn S tru ctu re Called T hous­ 
and Mat H all in MlyaJInm. 
One of the -wonders of Miyajtma is 
an enormous structure 
called 
Thou­ 
sand Mat hall, a name which means 
that 1.000 of the regulation three by 
six rice straw m ats are required to 
cover the floor. 
All rooms in Japan 
are measured in this way. says a writ­ 
er In Leslie’s Week ly, instead of by 
feet, so in talk ing about houses one al­ 
ways says a “six-mat room” or “three- 
and-a-baif mat room,” until one begins 
to think in division of eighteen square 
feet. 
Thousaud Mat hall was erected iu 
the sixteenth century out of the wood 
of a single camphor tree, say the Jap­ 
anese records, that are always so full 
of such perfectly wonderful details. If 
this be so, camphor trees must have 
grown very large in Japan in the six­ 
teenth century, since the building rests 
upon 100 or more piles, each a giant 
tree trunk in itself, besides which the 
roof is upheld by at least fifty pillars 
that were fifty forest monarchs once 
upon a time. 
Then there is a floor in 
the structure made of 18,000 square 
feet of cedar plank s a foot and a half 
wide and five inches thick , so one must 
needs believe that its builder outmira- 
cled the miracle of the loaves and the 
fishes if Japan’s soiM*r records are to 
count for anything. 
The walls of this ancient hall have 
doubtless echoed the sounds of many 
a priestly orgy, since it adjoins the 
temple and is guarded by a 
rhbly 
wrought seven-story pagoda, enshrin­ 
ing Arnida Butsu, but the most glori­ 
ous thing in its history seems to be 
the fact that Hldeyoshi, “the Napoleon 
o f Japan,” used it fo r a council cham­ 
ber during his remark able invasion of 
Korea. 
Now It is merely a 
“show 
place,” standing empty and open and 
gaunt, overlook ing the sea--a roost for

In an address before the H arvard 
Summer School last summer, President 
Eliot told an anecdote of how 
the 
money for the first normal school in the 
United States was raised. 
It was a 
turning point in the history of educa­ 
tion, for at that time there were not 
ten free public high schools in Massa­ 
chusetts, against the seven thousand 
to-day. 
Dr. Eliot’s speech was report­ 
ed in the Boston Transcript: 
I found to-day in the last report of 
the Board of Education of Massachu­ 
setts a good negative statement to base 
my rem ark s upon. 
W hat time has wrought since the 
days of Edmund Dwight and Horace 
M ann! 
Those are the two men w ho 
induced M assachusetts to found the 
first normal school in this country. 
They were copartners in that under­ 
tak ing. 
Mr. Mann as secretary of the 
Board of Education had been tryliiJ? 
year after year to persuade the Mas­ 
sachusetts Legislature to mak e an ap­ 
propriation for a normal school. 
Year 
after year he failed. 
At last one of the committee on ed­ 
ucation said to him : 
“The 8tate can’t 
afford to do w hat you wish ns to do, 
Mr. Mann, but if you will get some­ 
body or some bodies to give you ten 
thousand dollars toward this normal 
school, we will recommend the Legis 
1 attire to appropriate another ten thou­ 
sand dollars,” 
Mr. Mann ran out of the committee 
room and down State street, and began 
the process of raising that ten thou­ 
sand dollars.

was a cotton m anufacturer 
named Edmund D w ight 
Mr. Dwight 
listened to the story Horace Mann had 
to tell him ; how’ he had tried for 
y« *ars to do this thing; how the commit­ 
tee had at last said, “If you will find 
ten thousand dollars given by any­ 
body, we will give you another ten 
thousand dollars.”

A careful reading of this m essage 
will show th a t I said nothing to w a r­ 
rant the sta tem ent that “the m ajority 
of the congressm en were in fea r of 
being investigated by the secret serv­ 
ice men’’ or ‘th a t congress as a whole 
was actuated by tha t motive.” 
I did 
not make any such statem ent in this 
message. Moreover, I have never made 
any such statem ent about congress as 
a whole nor, with a few inevitable ex-

ceptions, about the me mbe rs of con­ 
gress in any message or a rticle or 
speech. 
On the contra ry, I have a l­ 
ways not only deprecated, but vigor­ 
ously resented, the practice of indis­ 
crim inate a tta ck upon congress and 
indiscriminate 
condemnation 
of 
all 
congressmen, w ise and unwise, fit and 
unfit, good and bad alike. No one rea l­ 
izes more than I the Importance of 
co-operation 
between 
the 
executive 
and congress, and no one holds the a u ­ 
th o r ity and dignity of the congress of 
e United Sta tes in higher respect 
than I do. 
I have not the slightest 
¡sympathy with the practice of judging 
;nen for good or for ill not on their 
several merits, but in a mass, as rnem- 
>ers of one particular body or one 
aste. To put together all men holding 
r who haVe held a particular office, 
rhether it be the office of president 


t judge or sena tor or member of the 


merits of the service, whether lawfully 
or unlawfully employed, and here the 
chief if not the only argument used 
was that the service should be cut 
down and restricted because its mem­ 
bers had “shadowed” or investigated 
members of congress and other officers 
of the government. 
If we exam ine the

Tawney, for Instance, says, “ It was 
for the purpose of stopping the use of 
this service in every possible way by 
tjie departm ents of the government 
that this provision was inserted,” and 
Mr. Smith says, “Now, that was the 
only way in which any limitation could 
be put upon the a ctivities of the secret 
service.” 
Mr. Fitzgerald followed lu 
the same vein, and by fa r the largest 
part of the argum ent against the em­ 
ployment of the secret service was con­ 
fined to the statem ent that it was in 
“violation of law .”

Ne wspa pe r Article Re produce d. 
W hat appears in the record is filled 
out and explained by an article which 
appeared in the Chicago Inter Ocean 
of Ja n . 3, 1904, under a Washington 
headline and which marked the begin­ 
ning of this agitation against the se­ 
cret service. 
It was a special article 
of about 3,000 words, w ritten, as I was 
then Informed and now understand, by 
Mr. L. W. Busbey, a t tha t time private 
secretary to the speaker of the house.

[Appendix B consists of an article 
from the Chicago Inter Ocean of Ja n.

In this John E. W ilkie, chief 
of the secret service of the treasury 
department, is described as ambitious 
of becoming “the Foucbe of the United 
Sta tes,” in Imitation of Foucbe, chief 
of the secret police of Napoleon I. The 
article declares tha t the secret service 
bureau exists without w arrant of con­ 
gressional action and tha t congress has 
alw ays been antagonistic to the bu­ 
reau.]

Dr. S. A. Knopf, one of the delegates 
of the United Sta tes to the international 
prison conference and one of the m ost 
eminent authorities in this country on 
tuberculosis, says: 
“ In some of our prisons In the U nit­ 
ed States 50 per cent of the prisoners 
die of tuberculosis. 
The chief cause 
of this large number of deaths is the 
lack of a ir and light, of sufficient ven­ 
tilation in the cells and shops, poor 
diet, overwork, mental depression and, 
finally, that which Is of not least im ­ 
portance, living with those who have 
a predisposition to tuberculosis with­ 
out any measure being taken to pre­ 
vent the spread of the bacillus of tu­ 
berculosis from expectoration upon the 
walls, (he floors and the corridors o f 
the prison.”—Chicago Tribune.

It will be ob­ 
served that the leading battens have 
each two large brushes set square and 
in way of the m agnets upon the other 
battens.

Gigantic measures of 
Relief participated in by every civilized 
country will assume practical form 
this week and succor for the destitute 
promises to be speedy. To Americans 
peculiar interest will attach to the 
steps tak en by the government and 
the national Red Cross, supplemented 
by the efforts of numberless organiza­ 
tions. 
The amount of the relief fund 
in this country already approaches the 
million dollar mark , and today Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in a special message 
called upon congress for an appropria­ 
tion of $500,000. 
Congress will also 
probably be ask ed to authorize the 
turning over of the cargoes of the sup­ 
ply ships Celtic and Culgoa to the suf­ 
ferers.

DEED OF 1708 IN WASTE PAPER. 


D e e r n k l n 
P a r c h m e n t 
F o u n d 
in 
t h *

Mill. 
A deerskin parchment deed or Inden­ 
ture. dated at Trenton, N. J., Aug . 20, 
1708 —140 y ears ag o—was found In the 
waste broug ht to the Burnaide paper 
mill a few day » ag o, and now reposes 
in the Connecticut State library at the 
capitol as one of the finest specimens 
in a most remarkable collection of an­ 
cient documents, say s the Hartford cor­ 
respondence of the New York Herald. 
Its recent history is hardly less in­ 
teresting than the history which it teLla 
on its face. 
By the indenture Andrew 
Reed and 
Charles Pell it, assig nees* 
transferred nine acres of land to Ileae- 
kiah Howell. 
The story of the parchment’s travels 
to the waste heap is unknown. It cams 
lien1 with tons of other scrap, tied up 
in bag s for paper “stock.” 
After tbs 
bag s had been opened and the contents 
scattered about for sorting this deer­ 
skin was picked up by David C. Burn­ 
ham.

The bo mb thro wn by the 
anarchist, Mo rral, o n the o ccasio n o f 
their wedding at M adrid ex plo ded im­ 
mediately beneath the co ach in which 
they were seated. 
But its steel plates withsto o d the 
co ncussio n and the yo ung co uple were 
uninjured, altho ugh the ho rses were 
blo wn 
to pieces, to gether 
with 
no 
fewer than twenty-three Inno cent by­ 
standers. 
In this respect Alfo nso was luckier 
than was the Czar Alex ander o f Rus­ 
sia, who first invented this style o f 
vehicle. 
On March 13, 1881, he was 
driving in St. Petersburg in a sledge 
lined thro ugho ut with three-quarter- 
inch steel plates when a bo mb was 
thro wn by a nihilist. 
The ex plo sio n 
that fo llo wed was terrific. 
But the Czar was unhurt and. think­ 
ing the danger was o ver, he leaped 
fro m the windo w, o nly to be instantly 
slain by ano ther bo mb, thro wn by a 
seco nd nihilist, who himself was killed 
by the same ex plo sio n.

Home, Jan. 4.—A violent earthquake 
shock, lasting three seconds and dur­ 
ing which the Stromb oli volcano b e­ 
gan eruption, occurred on Stromb oli 
Island. 
The phenomenon was accompanied 
b y prolonged dull rumb lings. 
The 
houses on the island were b adly dam­ 
aged and the populace fled to the 
streets in panic, b ut no one was hurt. 


Rome, Jan. 4.—Having done all pos­ 
sib le to do in the districts laid waste 
b y the earthquake, the king and queen 
of Italy returned today to Rome. They 
have spent the last four days among 
the ruins of Sicily and Calab ria, the 
king directing the work of rescue and 
relief and the queen ministering to the | 
injured. There is a feeling of relief in 
Italy that their majesties have re­ 
turned. 
The American amb assador, Lloyd C. 
Griscom, has appointed a committee of 
Americans to which will b e intrusted 
the work of utilizing the money re­ 
ceived in the United States to the b est 
advantage for earthquake sufferers. 
Both at Messina and Reggio the 
guards are having difficulty in protect­ 
ing the survivors and the vast trens- I 
ure in the ruined b uildings from the 
b ands of thieves that are swarming 
everywhere. 
It is reported that six 
Russian sailors have b een shot b y loot­ 
ers at Messina and Jhat six teen crim­ 
inals have b een killed at the same 
place within the last twenty four hours. 
Six hundred persons engaged in pil­ 
laging have b een arrested, 
in an en 
gagement at Reggio b etween the police 
and b andits, two of the police were 
killed. 
Reports still reach here of the con- ; 
tinuance of earth shocks, some of 
which are of sufficient force to do fur- | 
ther great damage. 
According to 
these reports, new shocks at Pellaro 
precipitated the entire population into 
the sea, including b oth the dead and 
the living victims of the first quake. 
At Reggio the people are b ecoming 
more calm and aid to that city is now' 
b eing systematically forwarded. 
Mil­ 
itary zones 
have 
b een estab lished 
throughout Calab ria. 
The United States is far ahead of 
other nations in the relief work. Am­ 
b assador Griscom has succeeded in 
finding an American Lloyd steamer of 
8,000 tons capab le of carrying 1,200 
passengers. 
He has chartered the 
steamer for two weeks, and it is b eing 
loaded with medical supplies and pro­ 
visions. This will cost $50,000. 
It is 
ex pected that the steamer will sail 
from Civita Vecchia, ab out fifty miles 
from Rome, on Thursday. 
It will b e 
placed under the orders of the Italian 
government. 
In addition to supplies, the Ameri­ 
can relief vessel will emb ark six doc­ 
tors and twenty male and female 
Qurses, three of the latter b eing Amer­ 
ican girls from New York who volun­ 
teered their services. 
American energy has b een strongly 
manifested in the work looking to the 
relief of the earthquake sufferers. Am­ 
b assador Griscom and the memb ers of 
the committee have assumed personal 
responsib ility for the ex penses of the 
ex pedition, relying upon the American 
Vub lic for funds. 


SYSTEM IN RESCUE WORK 


Enormous Ta s k Be ing Conduc te d With 


Milita ry Me thod. 
Catania, Jan. 4.—The system of res­ 
cue work in Mesaina has b een greatly i 
augmented b y the arrival of troops, | 
who are to b e seen all over the ruined 
city in squads of twenty and thirty, 1 
patrolling day and night. 
Bodies of 
them also are working in the ruins b y ! 
day and until well into the night, un- j 
der the b eams of the searchlights 
of 
ships in the harb or, and thus b ut little 
time Is b eing lost. 
The movement of refugees of the 
nearb y villages is daily increasing in 
volume, and large numb ers of persons 


are leaving the devastated region. Of 
the victims b uried under the ruins, 
comparatively few have b een rescued 
alive. 
It is now clear that the enormous 
numb er of casualties in Messina were 
due to the suddenness with which the 
first shock came, giving b ut little time j 
to the people to escape from their I 
homes. 
The tidal wave was not sc 
high * as wras at first reported, and 
would have done little damage had it 
not b een preceded b y the earthquake. 
The damage done b y fire also was com­ 
paratively insigniflcaufi 
The first earth shock literally threw 
down the city and almost every street 
was completely b uried under the walls 
that had fallen, furniture and other 
deb ris practically cutting off every av- 
epue of escape. 
Then came the tidal wave to inun­ 
date the city and the living and dying 
were caught like rats and drowned, or 
had their b rains diished out b y b eing 
thrown b y the rushing waters against 
piles of masonry and rub b ish. In many j 
quarters of the city the stench from 
the decomposing b odies hinders great­ 
ly the rescuers in their work.

Suez, Jan. 4.—The United States 
Atlantic b attleship fleet, completing 
two days ahead of its schedule the 
nex t to the longest run of its world 
girdling cruise, arrived here Sunda: 
morning from Colomb o, a distance of 
3,440 knots, from which place the fleet 
sailed on Dec. 20. Despite their long 
trip, the warships looked as smart 
and trim as though turned out. for a 
naval review. 
«► 
The converted cruiser Yankton en­ 
tered the canal in the afternoon and 
the supply ship Culgoa passed in last 
night. 
The former has a numb er ol 
doctors ab oard and the latter a large 
supply of provisions and stores. Both 
will go to Messina at full speed. 
All 
arrangements were made b y wireless 
for the ships of the fleet to pass 
through the? canal as quickly as possi­ 
b le and to coal at Port Said, where 25,- 
000 tons are stored. 
The authorities 
have made arrangements for the b at­ 
tleships to have right of way for a 
clear run through the canal. 
The Connecticut, Vermont, Kansas i 
and Minnesota entered the canal at 6 
o’clock this morning and will arrive at 
Port Said at 10 o’clock tonight. 
The 
second group, consisting of the Lou- i 
isiana, Kentucky, Ohio, Missouri and 
Virginia will enter Tuesday, and the 
third line, composed of the Wisconsin 
Kearsarge. New Jersey, Rhode Island 
Georgia and Neb raska will start Wed j 
nesday. 
At Port Said the crews will 
coal the b attleships with all possib le 
speed so as to b e in position to go 
quickly to Messina If it is finally de­ 
termined to send them there. 
The news of the disaster in southern ; 
Italy was received with profound sor j 
row b y officers and men. In a reply tc ; 
a message from the navy department, 
Rear Admiral Sperry said that he had 
supplies availab le for distrib ution tc 
the Italian earthquake sufferers as fol j 
lows: 
Beverages, 
50,000; 
b read, 
690,000 ; 
pounds; cereals, 80,000 pounds; fruits 
90,000 
pounds; 
fresh 
meat, 
90,000 
pounds; other meat, 100,000 pounds; 
vegetab les, 
canned.

milk, 50,000 pounds, and numerous 
other items. 
The Culgoa will distrib ute these pro 
visions. There are six surgeons and a 
numb er of hospital men on b oard the 
Culgoa and Yankton, and they are tak 
ing wdth them supplies of cots, b lan 
kets, etc. These supply ships are due 
to arrive at Messina Jan. 8 and 9.
